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Decomposed Body 
Of Woman Found 
On Bank of Creek 


Arm And Leg Eaten Away; Nude Body Is 
Discovered On Bank Of Bermudian 
Creek By William I. Kennedy; No 
Signs Of Violence Found By Police. 


The badly decomposed nude body of an un­ 
identified woman, with an arm and leg eaten away 
by buzzards and washed by flood waters, was found 
shortly after 9 o’clock this morning by W illiam 
I. Kennedy, of York Springs, on the banks of Ber­ 
mudian creek, two miles south of York Springs, 
near the Gettysburg-Harrisburg highway. 
The body was found lying face downward, the 
right leg bent backwards, both arms extende d above 
• he head and the left leg partially covered by mud. 
leaves and debris from the floods that had overflow­ 
ed the banks of the creek four times during the past 
IO days. 
The hair was washed or eaten from the head, 
and the skin seemed to have been torn from the 
scalp or eaten by buzzards. 
The flesh on the right 
arm was eaten away as was the flesh on the right 
leg. 
The hands and fingers were untouched. 
The 
finger nails were well manicured. 
Corporal William Kasparvich and Trooper Wil­ 
liam B. Davis, who were called to the scene, said 
that the bodv was that of a woman about 25 or 20 
years of age, and that she had been dead about a 
week. She was about five feet seven or eight inches 
tall, had brown hair, weighed about 140 pounds and 
had prominent teeth. The upper left eye-tooth and 
two molars from the lower right jaw were missing. 
The body was found by Mr. Kennedy who had 
started to erect new fences on some property near 
the creek. The face was buried in the mud and the 
body was about 15 feet from the creek and about
